Honorable Senate 


Wednefday, June 7, 1797. 

T HE following members of the Senate being cho- 
fen by the people, attended and were qualified 
and took their feats, viz. 

For diftriaNo. 1. honorable Moses Leavitt, 

Jeremiah Fogg, 
Joseph Blanchard, 
Michael M’Clary, 
William Hale, 

James Flanders, 

Amos Shepard, Elq’rs. 

There being a quorum of the Senate prefent. 

Voted that Mr. Leavitt be appointed chairman. 
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The Senate were informed by meflage that a quorum 
of the honorable Houfe had afTembled and were quali¬ 
fied, and that they were ready to proceed to bufinefs. 

b The Senate and Houfe met agreeably to the conditu* 
tion to fill up the vacancies in the Senate, and being in¬ 
formed by the Secretary that Nathan Hait and Jofeph 
Badger, Efquires, had the higheft number of votes foe 
Senator in the fixth diftrift, John Orr and Timothy 
Taylor,Efquires,in the feventh,Ephraim Hartwell &John jf 
Duncan, Efquires, in the ninth, Peleg Sprague and 
Elilha Whitcomb, Efquires, in the tenth, and Mofes 
Baker and Thomas Crawford, Efquires, in the twelfth 
diftrift,—proceeded by joint ballot and made choice of 
Nathan Hoit, Efquire, fenator for the fixth diftrift, 
John Orr, Elquire, for the feventh diftrift, John Dun¬ 
can, Efquire, for the ninth diftridt, Eliftia Whitcomb, t 
Efquire, for the tenth diftrift, and Mofes Baker, Efquire, 
for the twelfth diftritt. 


The Secretary having laid the votes for Governor and 
Counfellors before the convention, proceeded to exam¬ 
ine the returns of votes for Governor, and after examin¬ 
ing and entering the fame by the Secretary in the pre- / 
fence of both houfes agreeably to the conftitution, a 
committee was chofen to re examine and caft the fame. 

The convention adjourned the elections until to-morrow 
morning, 9 o’clock, and the Senate returned to their 
chamber.

The Senate met in convention with the honorable 
Houfe, agreeably to adjournment for compleating the 
ele&ions. 

The committee appointed to re examine and cad the 
votes for Governor, reported that the whole number of 
votes were 10,823 of which his Excellency John Taylor 
Gilman had 9,625 and was eledted, figned Jeremiah 
Fogg for the committee, which report was accepted. 

The convention adjourned the elections until 4o’clock 
tn the afternoon, the Senate returned to their chamber. 

A motion was made that the Senate (hould proceed 
to the choice of a Prelident, the ballot being taken and 
counted, the honorable Moles Shepard, Efquire, was 
elefted to that office.

A meflage from the honorable Houfe informed the 
Senate that they were ready to meet in the Reprefenta- 
tives chamber, to receive his Excellency’s communica¬ 
tions ; the Senate met with the honorable Houfe ac¬ 
cordingly. 

His Excellency came in, attended by the committee 
appointed to wait on him and manifefted his acceptance 
of the office of Chief Magiftrate, and took and fubfcrib- 
ed the oath of office, adminiftered by the honorable 
Amos Shepard, Efquire, Prefident of the Senate. 

The Prefident of the Senate then delivered him the. 
Conftitution of the State as his commiflion, and de¬ 
clared his Excellency John Taylor Gilman, Governor 
of the State of New-Hampfhire $ bis Excellency retired 
and the Senate returned to their chamber. 

The Senate met again with the honorable Houfe ifi 
convention, and proceeded to open and enter the returns 
of votes for Counsellors, which having compieated, a 
committee was chofen to re-examine the returns and 
caft the votes, the ele&ions were adjourned until to¬ 
morrow mprning, 9 o’clock—the Senate returned to 
their chamber.

Having in obedience to the call of my fellow citizens, 
again accepted the office of Chief Magiftrate. It af¬ 
fords me great fatisfo&ion that I may congratulate you 
on our general profperity and happinefs, as it refpefts 
the internal affairs of the State. 

The opportunities we have for promoting and enjoy¬

Ing civil and religious liberty, fhould excite our grati. 
tude to the fupreme ruler of the univerfe, and produce 
a fixed determination, rightly to improve thofe invalua¬ 
ble blrifings. 

As a member of the United States, it is both our duty 
and intereft to preferve and ftrengthen the ties which 
bind us together, and while we participate in the great 
advantages confequent upon the operation of our fede- 
> ral government, it becomes us to remember that we 
tnuft alio fuffer, if that is injured. 

When we recoiled the paft eminent fervices of the 
perfon who has been recently appointed Prefident of the 
United States, we may juftly confide that the wifdom, 
firmnefs and patriotifm which has heretofore been fo 
\ confpicuous in his condud, on many important occa- 
fions will be exerted to the utmoft to promote the ho¬ 
nor, intereft, peace and happincfs of our common 
country. 

An extraordinary occafion has induced the Prefident 
to convene Coogrefs. In his fpeech to the Senate and 
Houfe of Representatives, the injurious condud of a 
i foreign nation, towards our own is particularly delinea¬ 
ted ; while thefe cirumftances are viewed with deep re¬ 
gret, they muft alfo be highly alarming. 

It being the peculiar duty of the general government 
to dired in all things relating to our foreign concerns 
and to purfue fuch meafures as may be thought proper 
for promoting and preferving the honor and inrereft of 
the nation ; it is incumbent on us to view the firuarion 
in which we (land, arid to unite in a fixed determination 
to afford the moft prompt and effedive aid to all their 
conftitutional meafures- 
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Peace 


Peace on terms confident with our rights as an Inde¬ 
pendent nation, muff be the fincere wilh of all good ci¬ 
tizens, and we may believe will be earneflly fought for 
by the general government, but however ardent the de- 
fire for peace may be ; it cannot be imagined that a 
people who not long fince expended fo much blood and 
treafure in obtaining independence from one nation will 
ever confent to facrifice that invaluable poffcffion to 
another. 

Although Congrefs are impowered to provide for the 
common defence and general welfare, and for organi¬ 
zing, arming and difciplining the militia ; yet fhould 
you be of opinion, from a view of the general afpedt of 
our public affairs, that it is neceffary at this time for 
the Si ate to make further provifion for arming and dif¬ 
ciplining the militia, or to take any other meafures for 
the particular defence and fafety of the State, whatever 
you may determine upon will meet my zealous attention. 

Gentlemen of tkt Houfe of Rtprefentatives, 

Confidering the magnitude of the debt incurred dur¬ 
ing our ftruggle for independence, the (late of our trea- 
fury has hitherto been as good as could be expedled, 
yet from a view of the prosperous flare of our country, 
and the ability of our citizens ; I have heretofore tho’t 
it expedient that taxation fhould be continued, that we 
might be more amply prepared to meet fuch difficulties 
as are incident to all human affairs. At a period not 
very diftant, the prices of many articles of the general 
produce of our country may probably be much reduced ; 
fhould Congrefs find it indifpenfably neceffary to lay a 
diredl rax, and the particular circumflances of the State 
require an affeffment for our own internal affairs at the 
fame time ; this double tax may be burthenfome, thefe 
confiderations induce me to afk your attention to the 
tfubjedt at this time.

In a feparafe communication I (hall lay before you 
fome obfervations refpe&ing compenfations to perfons 
employed in adminiftering the government of the State,
